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CHAPTER -I 

THE DIGNITY OF PARENTS IN VIEW OF 

HOLY QURAN 

What is meant by “Walidain” in Quran 

“Walidain” is an Arabic word. Its 
translation is father and mother. But the words 
father and mother are common and also used for 
real, step and foster relationships too for example 
real, step and foster mother and father. The 
children of these parents will respectively be 
called- 

REALCHILDREN One mother and one 

father 

STEP CHILDREN One father but mothers are 

different 

OR 

Mother is one but fathers 
are different 

FOSTER CHILDREN :~This relation is developed 

after breast feeding of 
woman to the other 
children. 

Arabic is a complete language. It has two 
words for father i.e. “Ab” and “Walid”, the plural 
of which are “Aba” and “Walidoon” respectively. 
In Holy Quran, the difference is that ‘Aba’ as 
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The real mother and the real father together 
are called “Walidain”. In the Holy Quran the word 
“Walid” is mentioned at three places and its plural 
“Walidain” too is mentioned at three places. In 
addition to this, the word “Walida” is mentioned 
in three places and its plural “Walidaat” is 
mentioned at one place while the word “Walidain” 
is mentioned at seven places in the Holy Quran. 
By a change of tense it is separately used at ten 
places. Similarly the words “Walid”, “Walida” and 
“Walidain” are mentioned at 27 verses of Holy 
Quran. In all the creatures of the world , and the 
relatives the right of parents, is considered as 
highest, because the relationship of “in-laws” are

with reference to the parents only. This is the 
reason why Allah has cautioned His Commands in 
Holy Quran repeatedly for good behaviour with 
parents. Therefore in the Holy Quran along with 
the words “Walidain” the words “Ehsana” five 
times “Bara” two times and “Hasna” one time has 
been used, which is similar and synonymous to 
“good behaviour”. In addition to this, other verses 
of Holy Quran indicate further Commands of 
Allah. The meaning of which has been discussed 
with reference to the following (18) verses:

In the above mentioned five verses two 
things require special attention.. The first one is 
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that the word “Ehsan” is used with parents’ i.e. be 
good to parents, is common in the all above five 
verses. This also shows that on the word “Ehsan” 
great stress has been given. The word Ehsan has 
been carved out from the word “Hasan” which 
means virtue or goodness. The word “Ehsan” has 
been used exclusively. Therefore Ehsan here. is 
used for good behaviour which includes services 
to life, monetary every kind of help and also every 
kind of regard and respect for parents. Hazrath 
Abdullah Bin Abbas (Rz) has explained the 
meanings of the word “Ehsan” as good behaviour 
with parents with due regard. 

The second important thing is that Allah has 
given command of good behaviour with parents 
together with His worship. Because Allah is a 
Creator and the apparent source for creation is 
parents. The parents are apparent source of 
begetting and fostering the children and Allah is 
its origin. Anybody gets anything from Allah only 
after his birth. Therefore, after worship of Allah 
there is a mention of serving the parents. Even 
though in good behaviour with Parents the vision 
of good behaviour with Allah exhibits 

THE FAVOURS OF ALLAH AND PARENTS ARE SIMILAR:- 


l. Allah is original Creator of children 
while parents are apparent and worldly source for 
their birth. 
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2. Allah favours and fosters every human 
being neither for any compensation nor for any 
greed. Similarly parents too foster their children 
neither for any compensation nor for any greed. 

3 . There is no displeasure on the part of 
Allah for favouring disobedient human beings. 
Similarly the parents do favour even if children are 
disobedient. 

4 . The creator is one. Similarly the real 
parents are one only. 

5. As Kings, beggars, prophets, believers, 
are all duty bond to worship Allah while services 
to parents is a duty. 

6. Worship of Allah is always a necessity; 
similarly service of parents is always necessary 
during their life times and by prayer after their 
death. 

7. Worship of Allah through body and by 
money is essential in every respect. Similarly 
service to parents by body and by money is 
essential through every source. 

8. Man cannot perform fully the duties of 
Allah; similarly the services rendered by the 
parents to the children cannot be compensated. 

The good behaviour with parents can be 
classified into three 

0 Acts and talks of children shall not 
cause physical harm or hurt the 
feelings of parents. 
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ii) If parents are in need of anything, to 
which children can afford to do it , 
they are bound to do it either by 
rendering services or by spending 
money without fail. 

iii) Children shall attend to the calls of 
parents promptly provided there is no 
contravention of Shariat. 

The Commands of Allah in Holy 
Quran with regard to His worship together 
with the Command of favour to parents 
goes to show that the contravention of 
Commands of worship is the most heinous 
sin while contravention of Command of 
good behaviour with parents comes next to 
it, as greater sin. 

Authors note:-A question arises here whether 

dignity of parents is next to Allah, 
whereas according to the rank 
and grade, the holy prophet (SAS) 
is next to Allah , but according to 
the interpreters of Quran, Obeying 
the holy prophet itself is God’s 
worship. Worship of anyone 
except Allah is forbidden. But as 
for the worship of Allah, who 
obeys the messenger, obeys Allah. 
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“who obeys the messenger, 
obeys Allah ” (Q4:80) 

Following the prophet is as 
good as following Allah. The 
love of Prophet is love of 
Allah. The utterances from the 
lips of prophet are the 
Commands of Allah, revealed 
upon him. Therefore, those 
who worship and obey Allah 
will alone be called faithful and 
obedient to prophet , because 
the spirit of worship is faith 
and the life of the faith is 
Mohammed Mustafa(SAS). In 
Hadith Qudsi, Allah Commands, 
“Oh !my beloved ! had you not 
been there, I would not have 
created the skies and the world. 
Ultimately the children got 
their parents only on account of 
Rasoolullah (SAS) and every 
favour of the world too on 
account of him. Therefore, the 
narration here is confined to 
only Allah, which already 
includes Messenger (Rasool), and

for Hazrath Sa’ad Bin Abi Waqquas (R z) who 
was very obedient to his mother. But after 
professing Islam his mother insisted upon him to 
depart from Islam otherwise she will .neither take 
food nor drink water and will not sit in the shadow 
till her death and that he alone will be responsible 


a further 
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Islam gives command to the children to be 
kind towards their parents, even if they are not 
muslims but not to depart from shariat in any 
event. For example not to commit blasphemy and 
idolatery and not to depart from Islam on the 
instructions of parents and not to obey them for 
not performing religious duties like namaz(Salath) 
prayer etc. 

Explanation 

1) There is a direction to be kind towards parents 
but not for obeying them. Because irrespective 
of the fact whether parents are muslims or non- 
muslims there is Command to extend good 
behaviour with them. But in respect of obeying 
parents absolutely for every thing and in every 
condition is not permissible i.e. according to 
shariat one has to obey the parents for their 
legitimate direction but never to follow their 
illegitimate direction there is likelihood of, 
particular when going against the Commands 
of Allah and messenger (Rasool). Neither to 
favour parents nor to relatives. Just as in the 
battle of “Badar” and ‘Uhad” the companions 
of prophet (SAS) have killed their respective 
father and relatives, who were disbelievers. 

3) Here the difference between good behaviour 
and obeying has been distinguished clearly. 
After the commands of Allah, the directions of 
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Rasoolullah (SAS) are alone to be complied 
with and are binding. Even if the directions of 
prophet (SAS) are not in consonance of “Holy 
Quran” in that case also with certain exceptions 
the directions of the prophet have to be obeyed. 
For example in the case Abu Khuzaima(Rz) 
single witness has been ordered by the prophet 
to be treated as equivalent to two witnesses. In 
shariat four marriages are permissible but on 
the directions of prophet, Hazrath Ali (Rz) has 
not done any other marriage during lifetime of 
Bibi Fatima, Khatoon e Jannat (Rz). As per 
shariat a male cannot wear gold ornaments as it 
is forbidden; but as per direction of 
prophet(SAS), Hazrath Suraqua(Rz) was 
permitted to wear “Golden Kansan” in the 
Islamic victory etc. etc..

The verse No.7 is with regard to parents and 
it specifically indicates about mother as to how she 
undergoes toils and hardship for children. In both 
verses No. 7 and 8 it is mentioned about the 
difficulties of a mother when she bears a child in 
her womb and during the period of her pregnancy 
she suffers a lot. First of all she carries the weight 
for months together and suffers from continued 
weakness. Because she fosters her blood to the 
child; in addition to this she gets lot of exertion of 
body and pains at the birth of the child. After the 
birth she feeds her blood in the shape of milk for 
two years to foster the child. The favours of 
mother’s obligations cannot be compensated at all 
in any respect, similarly to the favours of Allah 
there cannot be any compensation. But to the 
extent possible, it is Commanded to thank the 
favours of Allah as well as parents. The thanks to 
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Allah is because He is our original Fosterer, while 
the thanks to parents is because they are our 
apparent fosterer. 

Hazrath Sufyan Bin Ainia, says for the 
thanks of Allah, offer namaz(Salath) for five times 
and for the thanks to parents, in these namazs pray 
for their soul in these words, 



My lord forgive me and my parents, (Q7i: 28) 


In this verse a truth is revealed that rights of 
mother are more than the rights of father. Because 
the mother has fostered the child with her blood 
while the father has fostered the child by spending 
money. The subsequent Hadith also shows that the 
rank of mother is at least three times more than the 
rank of father.

Whether parents 
inner healthy or sick 
necessary for the chi.

is liable to deserve sympathy. Because of old age 
and weakness the strength and energy to walk and 
work or to earn is extinguished. The vision and 
hearing become weak and they experience 
difficulty. In old age their mood goes off very 
often. They become doubtful in nature and 
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suspicious and also short tempered too. In such a 
period of endurance if parents or any one of them 
is affected, in such an event the Commands of 
Allah for the children are that the old age, bad 
behaviour, harsh words or short temperament of 
the parents should be tolerated patiently. Their 
harsh or bitter words should neither to tie nor 


repulse, but to accept their behaviour with 
willingness and be very humble with them and 
further do not even tell “Uff’ i.e don’t tell any 
word to displease or disrespect them, but speak 
gracious words to them. Give good treatment in 
their Period of Pains and sickness so that they may 
get relief and rest as far as possible by sacrificing 
services and money. Because during the period of 
disability of children they had already taken every 
care and fostered them, therefore it becomes 
necessary for the children to look after them and 
take every care during the period of helplessness 
of parents and serve them in a perfect manner. If 


parents are not Muslims, pray for their good. For 
Muslim parents pray for their good during life 


time and for the 


peace of their soul if they are not 


alive, give charity and alms in their name, perform 


Haj and Umrah on their behalf the rituals of 


Ziyarat, Chahallum and Fateha etc. are all intended 


for the peace of the soul of deceased parents. 
Learned Scholars say that service of parents is 
done without any need is “Mustahab” 


(Favourable) and it is “Wajib” (Compulsory) when 
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two different personalities. One verse pertains to 
Surah Namal (Ant) in which The words of 
gratification are uttered by prophet Hazrath 
Sulaiman (AS), while the other verse pertains to 
Surah Ahquaf (Wind curved sand hills) in which 
the words of gratification are uttered by beloved 
companion of prophet (SAS) i.e. Hazrath 
Siddique-e-Akber (Rz). 

When Hazrath Sulaiman (AS) had made up 
his mind to stay in the valley of ants with his great 
army which comprised of human being as well as 
of Jinns and the birds. The Chief of ants who was 
present there in the valley gave direction to the 
fellow ants to go to their respective houses so that 
they may not be crushed in un-awareness by the 
army of Hazrath Sulaiman (AS). Hazrath 
Sulaiman(AS) already had a- God gifted capacity, 
Knowledge and power of understanding the 
language of the ants, smiled laughing at her words 
when he heard the directions given by the Chief 
ant to follow ants from a distance of three miles.

Muslims and companions of the Prophet(SAS). 
Not alone this, but all his children too were 
Muslims and were companions of the Prophet 
(SAS).

those believers who entered his house on such an 
occasion his dua (prayer) for parents shows the 
importance of Parents.

“So the twain journeyed on till, when they 
met a lad he slew him.

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Dignity of parents in view of Rasooluliah (SAS): 

For dignity and grandeur of parents, for 
different specialities of mother and father and for 
dutifulness and obeying parents and their fruitful 
results and the ruins of disobeying, innumerable 
directions of Rasoolullah(SAS) are available. In 
the books of Hadith, there are separate chapters to 
this effect by name Bir-rul-Walidain ( obedience 
of Parents ) and Uquooq-ul- Walidain 
Disobedience of Parents ).

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Chapter -III 

Dignity of parents in view of prophets 

The following few instances of prophet are 
mentioned below which also prove the respect and 
dignity of parents. The examples of disobedient 
children have also been referred to, who are 
proved disobedient of Almighty and a mention of 
obedient children is also made, whose fruit of 
dutifulness and obedience were showered with by 
Almighty with unbounded favours. In any case a 
comparative study of both the sides, definitely 
gives evidence as to the dignity of the parents. 

1) The first disobedient son of the world 


Hazrath Adam (AS) through Hazrath 
Hawwa gave birth to (40) children in (20) 
pregnancies. In every conception there used to be 
a birth of one daughter and one son at a time. In 
the first delivery ‘Quabeel’ and his sister, 
Aqleema were bom . After one year Habeel and 
his sister Leva were bom in second delivery. In 
those days marriage with the sister bom 
together was forbidden (i.e. Haram) but the sister 
in the other delivery was permissible for marriage. 
Aquleema was beautiful, therefore the brother 
Quabeel who was bom with her was desirous of 
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her marriage with himself, which was 
forbidden (i.e. Haraam) by Hazrath Adam (AS), 
but permissible with Habeel and Leva was for 
Quabeel. All this is accordance with the 
Commands of Allah. But Quabeel who insisted 
upon the marriage with his own beautiful sister 
Aqleema, alleged that his father is false and there 
is no such Command of Allah but it is personal 
opinion of his father; because he loved more to 
Habeel, thus Quabeel, who was neither eligible 
nor obedient proved to be the first disobedient son 
of his father in this world.

2) Disobedient to father is sinful to God 


Ultimately Hazrath Adam (AS) gave 
direction to both to offer sacrifice in respect of 
Aqleema. Whoever’s sacrifice is accepted, he 
alone has to marry Aqleema. Both of them have 
agreed to this proposed direction. Quabeel used to 
do cultivation, while Habeel used to breed cattle. 
Therefore Habeel sacrificed a fine sheep while 
Quabeel brought some quantity of wheat of bad 
quality and also useless and both of them kept 
their offerings on a hillock. In those days the sign 
of acceptance of the sacrifice was that white- 
coloured unknown flames of fire used to rush 
from the sky and the sacrifice offered was totally 
burnt instantly in token of having accepted while 
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the sacrifice which was not accepted remained 
neither touched by the fire nor burnt. In the Holy 
Quran this is mentioned 



“How they offered each a sacrifice, and it 
was accepted from one of them and it was 
not accepted from the other”. (Q5:27) 

“When both offered their sacrifice, one of 
them was accepted and the other was rejected” i.e., 
the sacrifice offered by Habeel was accepted while 
the sacrifice of Quabeel was rejected. Thus the. 
disobedient son of the father had become evil and 
sinful before God. He also rebelled against the 
Command of Allah and ultimately killed Habeel. 
This is the first example of a disobedient son in 
the world about the murder for the sake of a 
woman. 

3) Disobedient son was dro wned in the 
storm 


Upon the people of Nooh (AS) who were 
disobedient and disbeliever, the punishment came 
in the shape of a storm and on the Commands of 
Allah, he built a ship and loaded there in with all 
his followers along with him. But his disbeliever 
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son Kan’an did not come to his ship. During last 
hour, he invited him to follow the faith in the 
following words of Holy Quran 



"Noah tried unto his son - and he was 
standing aloof - O my son ! come ride with 
us ,and be not with the disbelievers” 

(Qll:42). 

But Kaplan did not obey and there was no place 
for him. v^thc ship, as a result he was among the 
disbelieves who were drowned. When 
Nooh(AS)could not see this scene he pleaded 
Allah “My son is also one of my household 
member and your promise is true. As if it was a 
request to save his son. Allah warned Noah (AS) 
that Kan’an is not member of your household. His 
act was not right, i.e. he was a symbol of 
disobedience; Quran Commands: 
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So ask not of Me that whereof thou hast no 
knowledge. I admonish thee lest thou be 
among the ignorant (Qii: 46) 

Thus the company of disbelievers and 
disobedience of father has destroyed Kan’an both 
in world and in the life thereafter. 

In Ashraf-ul-Tafaseer it is mentioned that 
submergence of Kan’an was as consequence of the 
prayer of Hazrath Noah (AS) As Holy Quran 
quotes

(And Noah said) My Lord ! leave not of the 
disbelievers in the land. (Q7i: 26) 

In this prayer Noah (AS) did not spare a 
single disbeliever, neither to Kan’an nor to any 
disbeliever from his household. Thus this prayer 
was accepted and His disbeliever son was 
drowned. 

Kan’an being a son of a prophet has adopted 
the company and companionship of bad people as 
a result of which his entire family was destroyed. 
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4) Good prayer of father in favour of children 


When the time for construction of the 
Sacred House of Allah i.e. Ka’abatullah came then 
Hazrath Ismail (AS) was proved to be of 
assistance to his father Ibrahim (AS) in every 
respect. When he was lifting stones and handing 
over them to his father, the words uttered by his 
father in the form of prayer while arranging the 
stones are quoted by Holy Quran are as follows 



messenger from among them who shall 
recite unto them thy revelations, and shall 
instruct them in the Scripture and in 
Wisdom and shall make them grow LO ! 
thou ', only thou, art the mighty, wise 

(Q.2:129) 


This reveals the desire to which Allah while 
fulfilling it has created prophet Mohammed (SAS) 
in the descendants of Hazrath Ibrahim (AS) and 
Hazrath Ismail (AS) Rasoolullah(SAS) was 
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therefore proud of it and said I am the outcome of 

the prayer of Ibrahim (AS). 

5 ) Obedient father and Dutiful son 

Hazrath Ibrahim (AS) was a prophet of a 
very high rank. His entire life was an example of 
worship of Allah, Speaking truth, and to sacrifice 
every thing in the path of Allah. Simply on an 
indication from Allah in the dream to sacrifice his 
beloved son Ismail (AS) in the path of Allah, He 
took his promising son to the jungle and 
mentioned the Command of Allah to seek his 
opinion, 




“so look what thinkest thou?” (Q.37: 102)

Ismail(AS), without any hesitation, replied

Do that which thou art 
commanded Allah willing, thou shall find 
me of the stead fast” (Q.37: 
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The father flung his son down upon his face 
and moved his knife on his neck. There was great 
hue and cry in the world of skies. Angels cried but 
neither the hands of Hazrath Ibrahim (AS); were 
trembled nor there was any wrinkle of 
Unwillingness on the forehead of Hazrath 
Ismail(AS). In this test of Almighty, the father 
fully obeyed the Commands of God, while the son 
was dutiful in its compliance. On the Command of 
Allaji a healthy sheep was substituted in place of 
Hazrarh Ismail (AS) and sacrificed. The father was 
conferred with the title of “KHALEELULLAH” 
(i.e. Friend of Allah ) while the son was conferred 
with the title of ‘“ZABEEHULLAH” (i.e. 
sacrificed for Allah). To keep in ever lasting 
memory of this incident, the sunnah of sacrifice 
was introduced as part of compulsory ritual of 
Shariat-e-Mustafa (SAS). In the surah Saaffath’s 
verse 101 to 108 this incident has been described. 

6) Divorce given to wife to obey father’s 
direction 


It is mentioned in the Glorious Quran that in 
view of the will of Allah, Hazrath Ibrahim (AS) 
had left his wife Bibi Hajira and new-born son 
Ismail (AS) alone in a deserted valley where no 
water was available and returned. It is said that 
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after a long time when he went there to see his son 
and knocked his door; he came to know that his 
young and married son had gone out and his wife 
was available in his house who responded with 
cold and careless behaviour with her father-in-law. 
While returning, he left a message in the name of 
his son stating, “To change the door way of your 
house” when the dutiful son returned home and 
understood the signal of the message he gave 
divorce to his wife and married another. After 
some period Hazrath Khaleel (AS) again came to 
the house of his son, this time also Hazrath Ismail 
(AS) was not in the house but his wife was 
present. She behaved with her father-in-law by > 
showing good manners and etiquette with all due 
respect. This time he left a message to his son, 
“The present door way of the house is good, please 
safeguard it.” She is the same lucky woman who * 
was guardian of Noor-e-Mohammed (SAS) and by 
whom his descendants continued. 

It is evident from this incident how a dutiful 
son for the sake of his father’s pleasure divorced 
his wife and uphold the dignity of his father like a 
precedence. 

7) Moosa (ASVs slates and the parents 

The commandments of Allah in the slates 
granted to Hazrath Moosa (AS) contain the 
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inscription that “You offer gratification to me and 
your parents, I will save you from the troubles, 
increase your age, favour you with a good life and 
you will be benefitted by goodness of the life” 
(Ibne Asakar) 

Similarly it is mentioned in Abu Nayeem 
that Allah had commanded revelation of ‘Wahi’ 
“0, Moosa. “Aaq’ (Disobedient) person’s single 
sentence is equivalent in weight to the pebbles of 
all the mountains of the world.” Moosa(AS) stated 
, “Ya Rub, who is ‘Aaq’”? It was commanded , 
“The son who answers their parents in this manner 
‘ La-Labbaik’ i.e. “go I will not come”. 


8) The anger of Allah upon disobedience of 
father 


When Hazrath Yaqoob (AS) came to his son 
Hazrath Yousuf (AS), he did not stand to receive 
and respect his father. Therefore Allah revealed 
wahi, “O ! Yousuf if you think that to stand in 
respect of your father is a great thing, I swear My 
respect and Anger ! I shall nor beget any prophet 
on your descendants. 
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9) Dutiful son is loved by Allah 

Hazrarth Zakaria (AS) was very aged. 
According to one saying he was 90 or 120 years 
old. He was issueless. He apparently loses hopes 
because of his old age but he did not lost hope in 
Allah. Therefore the prayer for children was 
accepted by Allah and he was given pious and 
God fearing son Yahya(AS). Hazrath Yahya (AS) 
from his childhood itself was pious and of good 
character. In the childhood when he used to hear 
about the condition of hell during discourses of his 
father, he used to weep and by fear of Allah 
continue to flow tears or hide himself in any cave 
and spent his time in weeping. When his mother 
Eisha found him after great search and requested 
him to return home he used to obey her and return. 
He was very obedient to his parents and was very 
kind towards them. He never used to disobey 
them, which was certified in the following verse 
of Holy Quran. 



“And dutiful towards his parents. And he 
was not arrogant, rebellious.” (Q49 :14) 



The good behaviour of Hazrath Esa (AS) 
with his mother without any disobedience made 
him favourite of Allah. For details Explanation of 
Quranic Verse No. 15 in 1st chapter of this book 
may be referred to.

In the sacred scriptures prior to Glorious 
Quran also contain the verse of “Bismaillah” was 
there which used to provide solace from 
punishments of sins. In the Tafseer of “Bismilla 
hir Rahman nir Raheem” it is mentioned that once 
Hazrath Esa (AS) was passing by tie side of a 
grave. The vision of prophet witnessed that the 
person in grave was suffering from severe 
punishments. He(AS) walked few steps and 
returned after ablution and he was surprised to see 
that few moments ago one who was under severe 
punishments, the same person now in grave was 
showered with the rain of light (Noor) and 
kindness. To know the reason he referred to Allah 
It was commanded, O! ROOHULLAH, this 
person was of very bad character and sinful during 
his life, therefore he was inflicted punishment. At 
the time of his death he left his wife pregnant , 
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which gave birth to a son. When he was grown up; 
his mother sent him to school, where the teacher 
has just taught him to read ‘Bismillah’. I felt shy 
as to how I should punish a person in the grave, 
when his son in this world is taking my name. 
Therefore all the punishments given to his father 
were Commanded to be changed as kindness by 
Me. This shows that children who are kind and use 
to read Holy Quran, their parents get solace and 
dignity through them. 

12) Dignity of mother and Rasoolullah (SAS) 

When the age of Rasoolullah(SAS) was six . 
years, he was taken by her mother Bibi Amina to 
Madina Munawarra to meet Rasoolullah 4 s(SAS) 
grand-father’s maternal relatives Banu Adi Bin 
Najjar or to see the grave of her late husband (i.e. 
father of Rasoolullah(SAS) Hazrath Abdullah 
While returning, from there at the village by name 
‘Abwa’ Bibi Amina died and there itself she was 
buried. Hazrath Abdullah, the father of 
Rasoolullah(SAS) expired when he was in the 
womb of his mother and pregnancy was hardly 
two months old. Thus his (SAS) father expired 
before His(SAS) birth while mother expired in his 
tender age. Despite he used to visit the grave of 
his mother to show her dignity. , a mention of 
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which is made in authentic Hadiths Muslim, Nisai, 
andTirmidi. 

13) Rasoolullah’s (SAS) respect to foster mother 

As mentioned in Abu Dawood and 
Mishkath narrated by Hazrath Khaleel (Rz) once at 
‘Jarana’ Rasoolullah (SAS) was distributing the 
meat, when an aged lady came To greet her. 
Rasoolullah(SAS) stood and spread the sheet of 
cloth to arrange her seat. When Companion 
witnessed this scene, they'enquired as to, who was 
this fortunate woman in whose reception our 
Master himself had given so much regard and 
respect. Then they came to know that she was 
foster mother of Rasoolullah(SAS) Bibi Haleema 
Saadia (Rz) who has breast feeded Rasoolullah 
(SAS) in his childhood. 

One can guess from this incident that the 

personality of Rasoolullah (SAS) in whose regard 

and respect die Glorious Quran has Commanded 

all as follows„

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when Rasoolullah (SAS) himself has given honour 
regard and respect even to his foster mother then 
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one can imagine what would be the dignity, glory 
and ranks of his real mother. 

14) The faith of Rasoolullah’s (SAS) Parents:- 

One class of earlier scholars do not accept 
the parents of Rasoolullah (SAS) as ‘momin’ 
while some other class of scholars are silent in this 
regard and preferred to hold the tongue and leave 
this issue to Allah. But the research scholars of 
Sunni sect for example Imam Jalaluddin Suyuthi, 
Allama Ibne Hajar, Imam Quartabi, Shaik Abdul 
Haq Muhaddis Dehelvi and Moulana Abdul Haq 
Muhajir Madani (Rhm) etc. have stated that both 
mother and father of Rasoolullah (SAS) are 
certainly and undoubtedly ‘Momin’. 

Therefore Hazrath Shaik Abdul Haq 
Muhaddis Dehelvi (Rh) said that non acceptance 
of the parents of Rasoolullah (SAS) as momin was 
the opinion of earlier scholars, while the research 
of subsequent scholars has proved that not only 
the parents but all the ancestors of Rasoolullah 
(SAS) up to Hazrath Adam (AS) were all momins. 

To support this contention certain solid 
proof has been furnished, the first one is that 
Hazrath Abdullah and Bibi Amina were both^ 
expired prior to prophethood of Rasoolullah (SAS) 
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which is called the period of “FATARATH”. The 
invitation of Islam of Rasoolullah(SAS) not at all 
reached both of them ; therefore they can not be 
called disbelievers. The other thing is that Allah 
gave them life and lifted them from their 
respective graves and they have read the “Kalima 
Tayyaba” and certified Prophet hood of 
Rasoolullah (SAS). The Hadith in which this fact 
is mentioned has umpteen number of 
Sanads(references) in support to be categorised as 
“Saheeh” and “Hassan” (i.e. correct and good). 

Acceptance of Islamic faith after the mother 
and father were brought again to life was neither 
un-imaginable nor impossible under Shariat. 
Because it is evident from Holy Quran that Bani 
Israel’s assassinated person was brought back to 
life and he named his assassin. In addition to this 
the persons of the cave (Ashaab-e-Kahaf) got up 
after more than (300) years from the cave, these 
indication from Allah make every person to 
believe in the life after death. Not only this, 
Hazrath Esa(AS) by touch of his hand dead 
persons were brought to life is proved from Holy 
Quran. Then no objection arises in respect of 
acceptance of faith for the parents of Rasoolullah 
(SAS) after they were brought to life 

The Hadith which indicates the following 

text: 
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I was not permitted when I sought 
permission to offer prayer of solace to 
my mother 

This Hadith is much prior to the Hadith in 
which parents of Rasoolullah (SAS) have been 
mentioned to have accepted the faith after they 
were brought to life again. This incident described 
in the Hadith is of the occasion of Hajjatul Wida 
(Last Hajj) which was only few months earlier to 
His(SAS) passing away from this world. 

Therefore “Muffasir - e - Roohul-Bayan” 
Hazrath Shaik Ismail Haqqui (RA) with reference 
to the book “TAZKIRA” of imam Quartabi has 
noted that according to Bibi Ayesha (Rz) 
Rasoolullah (SAS) were walking along with us 
and when passed from the valley of ‘Hujoon’ he 
being very much grief-stricken, began to shed 
tears ; when I saw Rasoolullah (SAS) in tears I too 
began to shed tears. Then Rasoolullah (SAS) 
stepped down from his she camel and after some 
time He(SAS) came to me itt a happy mood with a 
smiling face. One enquiry Rasoolullah (SAS) said 
that he had gone to the grave of his mother Bibi 
Amina and I (SAS) questioned Allah to bring her 
to life and Allah * brought her to life and she 
accepted faith. 
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Bibi Amina is among those fortunate and 
lucky mothers for whose service Bibi Maryam 
with heavenly maidens came to this world from 
paradise at the time of birth of prophet,(SAS). She 
is mother of that son (SAS) who is chief of worlds 
and best of all human beings and the rest, and for 
whom Angel Gabriel brought drink from paradise, 
and also about whom (SAS) Angels and Prophets 
had already foretold. 

It is also mentioned that when Rasoolullah 
(SAS) shed tears at the graves of both his mother 
and father and planted a dry tree at the graves and 
said, if this tree becomes green it would be the 
symbol that for both of them, accepting the faith is 
possible. 

Therefore the tree became green. As per 
result of the prayers of Rasoolullah (SAS) they 
came out of their respective graves, accepted lslam 
and returned back in their graves. 

Allama Ibne Hajar Haithami in his guide to 
Mishkaat has stated that parents of Rasoolullah 
(SAS) were brought to life, till they accepted the 
faith and then expired. Tins Hadith is correct and 
those personalities who treat this as correct 
include scholars like “Imam Quartabi, hafiz ul 
Hadith Ibne Nasiruddin.” 

In any case research scholars in their books 
have proved with from evidences that all the 
maternal and paternal ancestors of 
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Rasoolullah(SAS) were on Islamic faith and were 
rich with the wealth of Tawheed and Iman 
(monotheism and faith). 


As Holy Quran reads ,

i.e. Light (Noor) of Mohammed(SAS) from 
Hazrath Adam (AS) to Hazrath Abdullah was 
transmitted in pure descendants and in chaste 
wombs. This proves that Allah has transmitted 
light (Noor) of Mohammed (SAS) from prostrators 
to prostrators evidently none other than Momins 
by Divine arrangements. 


In addition to this, there is no second 
opinion about it that his maternal and paternal 
ancestors were all safe from all immoral habits and 


vices, as Rasoolullah (S AS) himself said 
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i.e. “I have come in being by marriage 
and not by rape”. 
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Similarly his maternal and paternal ancestors were 
away from disbelieves and idolatorary practices, 
this is true word by word. 

Allama Jalaluddin Suyuthi (AR) has also 
supported this with additional evidences. Out of 
which one evidence is, that Rasoolullah (SAS) had 
said as referred to by Hazrath Abdullah Bin Abbas 
(Rz) in Abu Nayeem

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15) Azar was not father but uncle of 
Hazrath Ibrahim IAS) 


It will be appropriate to clarify here that in

Azax was described as “Abb” of Hazrath Ibrahim 
(AS) , therefore many persons think that Azar the 
idolater and disbeliever was father of Hazrath 


Ibrahim (AS) the khaleel' of Allah (Friend of 
Allah) which is not correct. Because “Abb” in 
Arabic language is used for father, Uncle, paternal 
grandfather and maternal grand-father etc. Just as 
in Holy Quran itself in (Surah Baqura verse 133) it 
is evident 



That Hazrath Yaqoob (AS) prior to his death asked 
his sons, “To whom you will worship after me.” 
They stated ‘we will worship the Lord of your 
‘Aba’ i.e. Lord of Hazrath Ibrahim (AS), Hazrarh 
Ismail (AS) and Hazrath Ishaq (AS). In this verse 
the word ‘Aba’ had been used for Hazrath 
Ibrahim, Ismail (AS) which is plural of ‘Abb’ . 
Really speaking one is grand father and the other 
is uncle of Hazrarh Yaqoob (AS). Similarly in 
Surah An’aam also Azar was described as ‘Abb’, 
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because he was not the father of Hazrath Khaleel 
but uncle. 

In Quamoos and Masalak Al-Khifa it is 
mentioned that the name of real father of Hazrath 
Ibrahim (AS) was ‘Taraq’ who was monotheist 
and Momin. The name of his uncle was Azar who 
was disbeliever. Further in Zurquani it is 
explained by Shahab Al-Haitimi that there is 
coincidence of history and scriptural people that 
Azar was not the father but uncle of Hazrath 
Ibrahim (AS). But in Arabic the word “Walid” is 
used only for father. 

Hazrath Khaleelullah (AS) had prayed in 
old age that 3i 
the details of this Quranic verse has been 
furnished in the Chapter-I of this book at serial 
No. 16 that Hazrath Khaleel(AS) prayed in favour 
of his real father Taraq and real mother Mutla 
daughter of Namar for their solace, they being 
monotheist and Momin. By that time his 
disbeliever uncle Azar had died already as an 
idolater. 

In short the researchers and people of 
knowledge and love with their bright evidence 
had proved that not only father and mother of 
Rasoolullah (SAS) but all his ancestors up to 
Hazrath Adam (AS) including all maternal grand¬ 
fathers and grand mothers but paternal grand- 
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fathers and grand mothers were also blessed with 
grace of monotheists and Momins. 

The unbounded faith and regard with 
Rasoolullah(SAS) demands that not only 
His(SAS) parents and ancestors but also all his 
relatives have to be given respect and regards, 
except those who are proved disbelievers as per 
Quran and Hadith 


16 ) Pardon _of_ parents _ and 

Rasoolnllah’s(SAS) recommendation 
for pardon of sins is the solace for 
children 


On Dooms Day after the accounts of 
everybody’s acts are finalised, they will be sent 
either to Heaven or to Hell as per their acts. 
Allah’s favourite Rasoolullah (SAS) will be at the 
Muquaam-e-Mahmood. But when He will hear the 
hue and cry from Hell, He will feel uneasy , He 
will move from Mnquam-e-Mahmood and will 
approach Allah and request for taking out , the 
sinful persons from the Hell. The Command of 
Allah ! will be that this is the time of rest, go and 
take rest. In pursuance of the divine Command, He 
will return but after hearing the cries. He will 
make the same request to Allah for a second 
time.When He (SAS) will return back on the 
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Command of Allah. Third time he will prostrate to 
see the sinful persons, Allah in turn will concede 
his request and Command Angels to show the 
Condition of sinful person to my friend. When he 
will personally see the punishments inflicted , He 
(SAS) will enquire the reasons of the punishments, 
the warden of Hell will say that all these persons 
were disobedient and arrogant to their parents, and 
never used to perform their duties ; as a result of 
such they are inflicted these severe punishments. 
Unless they are forgiven by their parents they will 
continue to face these punishments. With the 
permission of Allah, Rasoolullah (SAS) will meet 
their respective parents and will request them to 
pardon the faults and disobedience of their 
children, but they will refuse to do so, and will 
describe the details of their respective children. On 
this occasion Rasoolullah (SAS) with the 
permission of Allah will arrange to show the 
scenes of punishments of the children to their 
respective parents from the doors of Hell. As soon 


as the children will see 


their parents they will beg 


fpf their pardon, the parents will become uneasy 


by witnessing the punishment and will not be able 


to see the severe punishments inflicted upon their 
children and will immediately pardon them. Now 
Rasoolullah (SAS) once again will appear before 
Allah with recommendation in favour of sinful 


persons that their 


parents have pardoned them, 
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Allah may relieve them from Hell. Allah the most 
Merciful will also feel mercy on the pleadings of 
His favourite prophet and will Command the 
warden of Hell to relieve all of them from the 
punishment of Hell. After their relief only, the 
Reliever of sinfuls will return to Maquam-e- 
Mahmood for His rest. 



After companions of prophets, m every 
period, the religious personalities have set true 
examples of the Commandments of Allah and 
Sunna of the prophet(SAS). Following are the 
details of few such incidents from which one can 


the area of Quaran, in Yemen one real lover of 
Rasoolullah(SAS) by name Hazrath Owais 
Quarani (Rz) was residing. Though he was not 
among the companions, but he was so close to the 
prophet that Rasoolullah (SAS) himself said about 
him. 


“ From the - view point of kindness and 
obligation, Owais(Rz) is the best among my 
followers (Tabaeen). From the side of Yemen I fell 
a breeze of kindness is found blowing. Omer(Rz) 
and Ali(Rz) will meet Owais(Rz). At the time 
meeting convey my salaam to him and convey my 
message to him for praying for my 
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; Ummah”(followers)”, further he proclaimed that 
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forgiven the sins of “Ummah”(followers) of 
Mustafa (SAS) equivalent to the number of hairs 
of the goats of Rabia and Muzer tribes (these two 
tribes were very famous in respect of the greater 
number of goats) 

This shows how tibe services rendered by 
Hazrath Owais Quarani (Rz) to his mother 
elevated him to such a highest place even without

appearance before Rasoolullah (SAS) that he 
became close to Rasoolullah (SAS) and Allah, and 
that Rasoolullah(SAS) himself requested him to 
offer prayer before Allah for forgiveness of his 
“Ummah”(followers) 

2) Prayer of mother brings vision into the blind 
eyes of the son 

Who is not aware of Hazrath Mohammed 
Bin Ismail (RA) known as Imam Bukhari, whose 
compiled book of Hadith is considered next to 
Quran. He was bom on 13 th Shawwal, 194 Hijri on 
Friday and at the age of sixty-two (62) years he 
passed away in 256 Hijri Saturday on Idul Fitr’s 
night at the time of Isha prayer. He is buried in 
Quartang village, which is situated ten miles away 
from Samarquand. He was blind in childhood 
itself, the tabeebs (medical experts) had failed to 
bring back his vision. Due to this his mother had a 



great grid, she used to always otter prayer betore 

Allah for the vision of his son very earnestly. 


In the foreword of Fateh-Al-Bari it is 
mentioned that suddenly on one night his mother 
saw Hazrath Ibrahim Khaleelullah (AS) in her 
dream, who gave a forecast that “Allah due to 
your lamented offers of earnest prayers, has given 
vision to your son”, When she woke up in the 
morning, she really found vision in the eyes of her 
dearest son (i.e. eyes of Hazrath Imam Bukhari 
(RA) ) were found with vision and light. After 
this he started gathering the Hadith ( i.e. sayings of 
Prophet (SAS) and was called Imam Al-Hadith. 

Due to mother’s offering prayer Allah had 
given vision to the blind eyes of the son. 


3) First preference to mother’s desires 


Hazrath Bayazid Bustami (RA) was a very great 
Arif and Soofi. He was bom on 136 Hijri and died 
on Friday 15 th Shaaban, 269 Hijri at the age of 133 
years. In Bustaam is his grave. During his 
education in his institution he read the following 
Quranic verse 
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“Give thanks unto Me and unto thy 
parents” (Q3i: 13) 

“Thanks Me and your parents” after reading 
this verse of Holy Quran he came to his mother 
and stated , he cannot simultaneously thank two; 
either you take me from Allah so that I may thank 
you alone, or you hand over me to Allah so that I 
may engage myself in thanking Allah. The mother 
replied to the son that she will forego her rights 
and hand over him to Allah. After this he went to 
‘Syria’ and made worships and prayer as part of 
his life. For 30 years he worshipped in the forest 
and served 113 pious and saintly aged persons 
which included Hazrath Imam Jaffer Sadiq (RA), 
he was rich with the fruits of their spiritual gifts. 
After one year he performed Haj and next year he 
visited Madina Munawwara and Rauza (grave) of 
Rasoolullah (SAS) and finally returned to his 
native place Bustaam. He reached his house in 
early hours of morning and put his ears upon the 
door. His mother while making ‘Wazoo’ was 
praying Allah to keep well and give rest to his 
traveller and keep his elders happy with him and 
he shall perform good deeds. After hearing the 
words of prayer from the lips of his mother 
Hazrath Bayazeed shed tears very much and 
knocked the door. The mother asked who is there? 
In reply he stated, your traveller, mother opened 
the doors and tears of joy started flowing. She 
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used to call her son in childhood by name 
“Taifoor”, with the same name she called him 
complaining, why you have taken considerable 
time, in your absence I have lost my eye sight by 
shedding tears, my body has been bent with grief. 
Hazrath Bayazid stated! Dear mother the work, 
which I thought to be last in sequance, was found 
first in sequance i.e. my mother’s pleasure and 
consent 

Thus all efforts to control conscience, 
worships and services of pious people teaches only 
one lesson that the actual goal which is pleasure of 
Allah has been kept in mother’s consent and 
pleasure. 

4) All ranks are due to obedience of mother 

Hazrath Bayazid Bustami (RA) used to say 
that whatever stages and ranks I have received 
they are all on account of my obedience to my 
mother. One night my mother asked for water, 
incidentally there was no water in the house, 
therefore I took a pitcher and brought the water 
from the canal. Due to delay in bringing water my 
mother slept, I stood the whole night holding 
water for my mother. Due to severe cold the water 
was also frozen like ice. When my mother woke 
up I offered the water, she told me why you have 
stood so much time by holding water, you should 
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have kept it here. I told her my fears were that if 
you again ask for the water and I am not present 
on the occasion, you may feel painful, when she 
heard this she drank the water and prayed for him. 

Hazrath Bayazid Bustami (RA) considers 
that all the high ranks attained by him are only on 
account of his mother which is also an example of 
dignity of parents. 


5) Willingness of mother is criterion 

Hazrath Bayazid Bustami (RA) himself has 
mentioned that incidentally one night mother 
asked him to open one side-door after which she 
slept whole night I was in doubt either to open 
right side of the door or left side of the door 

i 

because I do not know as to which side of door she 
wanted me to open. If I open a wrong side of door 
it would be a disobedience. Due to service of 
mother I got everything which I was searching for 
a long period. 

6) Saint hood a result of mother’s service 


A totally similar incident is described in 
respect of Hazrath Shaikh Sharfuddin Yahya 
Maneeri (RA) while his mother was busy in 
worship, she felt thirst and asked her son to get 
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water, and in the meanwhile she slept. As per her 
direction he came with water, but since his mother 
had slept, he stood there with water till morning. 
When she woke up in the morning she told he 
could have woken up her and given water. But he 
said,he did not want to disturb her sleep and rest. 
The mother gave him many hearty blessings with a 
request to Allah to confer sainthood to him. It is 
only on account of this blessing he was conferred 
with saint hood. 


7) The fruits of truth on advice of Mother 

Peeran-e-peer ( Saint of Saints ) Hazrath 
Shaikh Mohiuddin Abdul Quader Ghous-e- 
Azam’s(Rz) needs no introduction. In 470 Hijri he 
was bom at Neef Town of Jeelan and in 561 Hijri 
in Rabi us Sani he expired. His exalted grave is 
even today an offshoot of excessive profits. 
Sometimes ago in January -1992, I was also 
fortunate to have a visit of Baghdad Shareef for 
details please see my famous book “Tajalliat-e- 
Baghdad”. 

Hhs educational j oumey ’ s famous incident 
gives us a lesson that speaking truth at the advise 
of mother, he not only saved his life but put 
several dacoits on the right path. At the age of 
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(18) years he went to Baghdad for further studies 
with the permission of his mother. When he 
reached Hamadan dacoits attacked and entire 
caravan was looted. One dacoit came to Hazrath 
Peeran-e-Peer(Rz) and enquired whether he is m 
possession of anything. He revealed the truth that 
he has 40 Deenars, which are stitched, in his 
clothes. At first he did not believe but on search 
really they got 40 deenars Chieftain of decoits said 
why did he not hide from them. He answered that 
when I started the journey my mother had advised 
me and taken a promise not to speak lies under any 
circumstances. On this Chieftain of dacoits shed 
tears saying Alas! You could not breach the 
agreement and promise with your mother but I am 
breaking the promises of my Master and Creator 
for the past several years. The Chieftain repented 
from dacoity, the other dacoits also repented from 
dacoity following their chief. 

Huzoor Ghouse-e-Azam (Rz) by following 
the advice of his mother not only saved his amount 
and life but also put the dacoits on the right path.

Shaikh Mohammed Wahid Chishti(RA) and 
Shaikh Jalaluddin (RA) and other elders were also 
present. Sultan-Al-Hind said, to see five things is a 
worship 


For children to see the face of parents is like 
a worship as has been said by Rasoolullah (SAS). 
The person who looks at the face of his parents for 
the friendship of Allah, in his records of acts it is 
recorded as that of an accepted Haj and further 
said if a son kisses the feet of his parents Allah 
will record in his favour the worship of one 
thousand years and he will be forgiven. 

9) Sins are forgiven on touching the feet of 
mother 


After this Hazrath Khaja Ghraeeb 
Nawaz(RA) said once a sinful young man expired, 
to whom people have seen him in their dream and 
they were surprised to find him moving in the 
paradise along with a group of Haj is. On asking as 
to how he got this privilege when he was never 
found in the world doing any good work, he said 
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though this is a fact but whenever I used to go out 
of the house, I used to keep my head on the feet of 
my aged mother and kiss. Due to this mother used 
to pray Allah to forgive me and give solace 
equivalent to performance of a Haj. Allah has 
therefore accepted the prayer of my mother and 
has forgiven me and included in the group of Haj is 
in the paradise conferring all the rich heritage. 

10) Great son of a Great mother 

Hazrath Khaja Qutubuddin Bakhtiar 
Kaki(RA) when attained the age of four years few 
months then in his “Tasmia Khani’ function, 
Hazrath Ghareeb Nawaz (RA) was present so that 
he may recite him Bismillah. In the mean while 
Hazrath Qazi Hameeduddin Nagoori (RA) also 
came and Ghareeb Nawaz himself requested him 
to recite him Bismillah. All the persons present 
there were surprised, when he was asked to read 
Bismilla-hir-Rahman-nir-Raheem, the boy 
immediately read A’ozu-Billa-hi Minash-shaitan- 
nir-Rajeem then he read Bismilla-hir-Rahman-nir- 
Raheem and began reciting clearly the Holy Quran 
and stated that fifteen Parahs of holy Quran is by¬ 
heart to him, because her mother during pregnancy 
used to read this much of the Quran, so he used to 
hear and learned by-heart that much of Holy 
Quran. 



Shakar(RA) is from Chishti School and successor 
of Hazrath Khaja Qutubuddin Bakhtiar Kaki (RA) 
oh 5 th Moharram 464 Hijri he was bom and on 585 
Hijri he died. Dargah Shareef is situated at 
Pakpatan. He never used to forget his mother in 
his prayers, somebody asked the reason. He said , 
the success in my life and the rank, which I got, is 
only on account of the prayers of my mother. My 
mother used to wake up at Tahajjud Nafil Salath 
and at that bright time she used to make Wazoo 
and feed milk to me and also offer prayer for me. 
Today my rank is only on account of this milk and 
prayers at a very bright time. 

12) Reward of touching mother ‘s feet 


One day a person came to Hazrath Abu 
Ishaq(RA) and stated that he saw a dream in which 
Hazrath’s beard is decorated with jewelleiy and 
yakut. Hazrath Abu Ishaq(AR) said you have 
rightly narrated because yesterday I had kissed the 
feet of my mother. This is the result to that 
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incident. The touch of mother’s feet gives light 
and other benefits and recited a Hadith which 
according to Rasoolullah (SAS) is written on 
‘ Laoh-e-Mahfooz ’ 
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“In the name of Allah, the Beneficent, the 
Merciful, I am Allah no one is worthy of worship 
except me I am pleased with the person whose 
parents are pleased with him”. 


13) Became learned scholar due to mother’s 
prayer 

Hazrath Saleem Ibne Ayyub (RA) said when 
I was of the age of 10 years, I was unable to read 
even Sura Fatiha, then certain Mashaiq advised 
him to request his mother for offering prayer in his 
favour for the knowledge of Quran and learning. 
Therefore I requested my mother to pray for me. 
Ibne Subuki (RA) said the effect of mother’s 
prayer was such that Hazrath Saleem Bin 
Ayub(RA) became such a great-learned Scholar 
that there was none who was equivalent to him. In 
other words he was such an horseman of the field 
of knowledge that none could ever reach upto the 
dust of his knowledge. 
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14) Mother is a source of acceptance of prayers 

The people of Delhi once approached to 
Hazrath Abu Almoid Shaikh Nizamuddin(Rhm) 
and stated that there is no rain in Delhi, for the 
past several days, people are badly worried and 
requested him (RA) to pray for rain. Hazrath 
mounted upon the Mimber(platform) and took out 
an old piece of cloth which was lower part of his 
mother’s robe and placed it upon his hand and 
then prayed like the following words 

Ilahi! With due regard to this piece of cloth 
which is part of the robe of an aged lady to 
which no “Na-Mahram” stranger male has 
ever seen, I pray for the rain. Instantly the 
clouds appeared and the rain started. 


15) Performance of Hai while leaving ailing 
mother is not a righteous act 

Once a person from Farghana reached 
Nishapur with the intention to proceed for Haj 
where he met Hazrath Abu Osman (RA) whom he 
offered salaam (saluted). But he did not give 
response to his salaam, when the reason was 
asjced, he replied that you are proceeding to Haj 
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while leaving your ailing mother which is not a 
righteous act. The person returned back to 
Farghana, and remained there in the services of his 
mother until her death. After her death when he 
again started for Haj Pilgrimage and came to 
Hazrath Abu Osman(RA) he received him warmly 
and had shown favour. 

16) Performance of Hai is futile without services 
to mother 

Hazrath Abu Mohammed Murtaish (RA) 
said that “I continuously performed Haj for 13 
years. But when I pondered over this I feel that it 
is merely for fulfilling my desire of “NAFS” 
(personal desire). When my mother asked to get a 
single pitcher of water I felt it heavy and difficult. 
When services of mother are felt difficult which 
are very valuable while performance of Haj which 
is difficult is found easy then evidently the thirteen 
times my performance of Haj is nothing but to 
satisfy my “NAFS” (personal desires). 

17) Services of mother are preferable then 
performance of Hai 

One pious person said that with the 
intention to perform Haj he reached Baghdad and 
appeared before Hazrath Abu Hazim Makki (RA) 
who was in sleep. When he woke up and said that 
now he saw Rasoolullah(SAS) in his dream, Who 
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(SAS) gave me a message to convey you that you 
should protect the rights of mother which are 
better than performance of Haj. Now you may go 
back and seek favours of mother from her heart, 
therefore I returned and did not go to Makkah for 
Haj 

18) Unknown voice at the grave of the father 

it is stated that according to Hazrath 
Mohammed Bin Abbas Waraq (RA) once a father 
and the son were travelling together. During 
journey in a jungle father died, the son buried him 
there itself between two trees and proceeded to his 
destination. In the return journey though the son 
passed from the same place during night but he did 
not chose to visit the grave of his father. Suddenly 
the son heard an unknown voice saying, “You,are 
passing from buried place of your father but you 
have not chosen to visit; talk (offer salaam) to him, 
even though the person is lying between the two 
trees. Had he been in your place he would have 
definitely visited you for salaam bye-passing the 
main route. 

191 By services rendered by the brother, 
worship is accepted 

Hazrath Abul Hasan Quarquani (RA) said 
one mother had two sons. It was agreed to between 
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them that one night, the elder brother will be in the 
service of the mother while the younger brother 
will be in the worship of Allah. On the next night 
contrary to this, the younger brother will be in the 
service of the mother while the elder brother will 
be in worship of Allah, so that they may get equal 
benefit of their respective services. The brother 
had once asked his younger brother that I would 
like to attend worship of Allah, but actually 
tonight my duty is the service of mother while 
your duty is worship of Allah, But my desire is 
that we will exchange out duties tonight i.e. I will 
attend to your duty of worship of Allah and you 
may attend to my duty of the service of mother. 
The younger brother accepted the proposed 
exchange of duties, Accordingly elder brother 
began worship of Allah and during prostrate he 
slept, and saw a dream that Allah Commanded that 
due to the services of mother by his younger 
brother the elder brother is forgiven. In the dream 
itself the elder brother made a submission to Allah 
that I am busy in your worship and he is in the 
service of mother. Allah commanded that those 
who worship Me, I am eternally Besought of all 
(worship) but your mother is not besought but she 
needs your service. This is the only difference in 
between you two brothers. 
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20) Service of parents relieves from the 
Calamity 

. Sahihain and in other books of Hadiths it is 
mentioned that in olden days three people 
travelled in search of employment. They sought 
shelter in a cave when they met with heavy rains 
suddenly a rock rolled upon the opening of the 
cave and closed it. All the individuals discussed 
together that they should think about their past act 
which they had done to gain the favours of Allah 
so that through such act they can get the help and 
they will be relieved from the trouble, due to 
closure of the cave by the rock. 

One individual among them prayed, O! Rab- 
Al-Alameen! My father was aged, I never used to 
feed milk to any of my children unless it was 
given first to my father. Once when I returned 
from my job, my father had slept I drew milk and 
holding the bowl of milk stood whole night near 
the head of my parent till morning and my children 
too slept without food. O Rabe-Zu-Al-Jalal, I did 
this for Your favours, this rock be removed On 
this prayer rock was shifted slightly, due to Miich 
sunrays were able to pass inside the cave and sky 
was visible. 
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The other individual mentioned about his 
cousin-sister being under his control, he never 
committed any immoral act, the rock was slightly 
shifted but still they were unable to move out of 
the cave. 

The third companion prayed for sincerity in 
payment of labourer’s wages, the rocked was 
slightly shifted and they all were moved out of the 
cave. 

21) The leg was cut off due to curse of mother 

the Author of famous Arabic Tafseer of 
Holy Quran “Kasha ’af”, Allama Jarullah 
Zamakhshari(RA) had only one leg, the other leg 
was cut off. He stated the reason was that it was 
due to the curse of his mother and described the 
details that “ During my childhood. I caught one 
bird and tied up a thread to its leg; due to which 
delicate leg of the bird was cut off. My mother was 
very much affected when she saw this incident and 
she instantly said you have cut off the leg of one 
innocent bird, in the same way your leg will be cut 
off. Therefore when I travelled Bukhara for 
education and learning, I met with an accident, I 
came beneath a vehicle and my one leg was 
destroyed, which is due to the curse of my 
mother”. 
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22) Punishment of grave to disobedient son 

One pious personality from Taba-Tabian by 
name Hazrath Awam Bin Houshab (RA) writes 
that “ Once I was passing through a locality at the 
end of which there was a grave yard. After Asar 
time I saw a strange incident that one grave was 
suddenly breached and a person came out whose 
head was of a donkey, he brayed thrice like an ass 
and went back into the grave and the grave was 
closed”. A women described the reason pointing 
out towards an aged women who was sitting there 
itself engaged in spinning cotton, that she is 
mother of the person in the grave. When the said 
son was alive he used to drink wine every evening 
and commit every type of bad thing , due to which 
the mother used to instruct him in anger; “Son fear 
Allah, how long will you drink this dirty thing”. 
The disobedient son used to reply his mother 
saying, “ Why do you bray like an ass”. When this 
drunkard son died it was at the time of Asar. Ever 
since his death his grave is breached at the time of 
Asar and after his braying thrice he goes back into 
the grave and it is closed, which you too have 
witnessed with your own eyes. 
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Chapter V 

Miscellaneous bad experiences and 
incidents that teaches a lesson 


1) Even a single night’s obligation of mother 
cannot be compensated. 

One individual carried his mother on his 
shoulder and performed Haj pilgrimage seven 
times. On seventh occasion he thought that he has 
compensated all the obligations of his mother. 
During night he saw a dream, somebody said that 
it was severe cold, you were then a baby and 
sleeping by the side of your mother, you have 
passed urine and stool and made the bed dirty. The 
mother immediately got up and washed the bed 
since there was no other spare bed, due to poverty. 
Therefore she lay herself on the wet bed in the 
cold and made you to sleep on her body so that 
your health is not affected by die cold and wet bed. 
You think that you have compensated all the 
obligations of your mother. O! ignorant man you 
have not even compensated the obligation of your 
mother for the above mentioned one single night. 
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2) Incidents that teaches lesson pertaining to 
two pieces of blankets 

One young son told his aged father that if he 
resides with him in the house, then entire family 
system would be affected. Instead of this daily 
problem it would be appropriate if he resides at 
any other place. The father replied his son as to 
where he can go in this old age. If you feel any 
difficulty due to my stay in the house then you 
may take me somewhere and leave there. When 
the son took his father along with him, the 
grandson also insisted to accompany with them. 
Thus father, son and the grandson went together. 
While walking when they reached a jungle, the 
son told his father to settle there by giving him an 
old and tom off blanket, advising him to spend his 
rest of the life there. After leaving his father when 

the son and grandson wanted to return back. The 

* 

small grandson asked his father “stay for a while” 
and then he snatched the blanket from his 
grandfather and made it into two pieces, one piece 
he gave it to his grandfather while another piece 
he kept it with him and came back to his father. 
The father enquired his son as what is the reason 
for this, what he will do with the piece of blanket 
taken from the grandfather. The son replied to his 
father as being a young man you have removed 
your father from the house after giving a blanket. 
Similarly when you will grow old, I will also 
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remove you from my house giving this piece of 
blanket to you. For this purpose alone, I have 
retained this piece of blanket with me. On hearing 
this reply from his small son, the father got 
wisdom and he took his father back to his home 
after requesting and obtaining his forgiveness (or 
pardon) 

3) The affection of father and rude behaviour 
of the son 


A small child saw a crow sitting on the wall 
and asked his father what is the name of the bird 
sitting on the wall. The father replied the son that 
name of the bird is crow. The son again questioned 
his father about the bird sitting on the wall is crow. 
The father assured yes it is a crow. According to 
the nature of the child he repeatedly asked about 
the bird sitting on the wall to his father who in turn 
used to reply with great affection and love that it is 
a crow. The boy at last repeated his question one 
hundred times and the father assured the same. 
The father has also made a note of this On a piece 
of paper. 

A period came when the son was grown up 
as a youth and the father became old and aged. 
One day the father asked his young son, whether 
the crow is sitting on the wall. The son replied to 
the father that it is a crow, when the father asked 
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his son for a second time whether the crow is 
sitting on the wall. The son in harsh tone gave a 
reply to his father that it is a crow. The father for 
the third time repeated the same question with the 
son, the son in turn became angry and said what is 
this you are crying like a crow. When once I told 
you that it is a crow you have to finish this and 
keep quiet once for all. The aged father took out 
the old paper record and asked his son to read it 
out, when you were a child you have asked me this 
question one hundred times and I gave you the 
reply with love and affection. In my turn after two 
replies only you became angry and annoyed upon 
me. 


4) Tyranny of son and love of mother 

A widow mother with great desire 
celebrated the marriage of his only son and 
brought a daughter-in-law to the house. When 
daughter-in-law observed that her husband used to 
take great care of his mother, she began backbiting 
and created false allegations to create 
misunderstanding and differences between the 
mother and the son. In the blind love of wife, 
husband has thrown out all the love and affection 
of his mother from his heart, and sent out and 
shifted his mother from his house and left her in 
the house of some relative. The wife could not 
even tolerate the occasional visits of her husband 
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to his mother to take care. Somehow she was 
successful even to stop husband’s occasional visits 
too, to his mother. This suspicious minded women 
once prepared a plot persuading her husband to 
kill his mother and to bring her heart to show it to 
her in evidence, so that “there should neither be a 
bamboo not the flute” so that there remains 
nothing to meet. The selfish husband of the wife 
said good bye even to humanitarian principles and 
killed his mother and taken out her heart to show it 
to his wife, while walking hurriedly in the path his 
foot clashed with a stone and he fell down. The 
heart of his mother fell down from his hand and 
voiced affectionately 

“O! Son whether you get any injury”, this 
is not an unexpected thing from the love 
of mother. 

Note: In Dur-e-Mukhtar this is a settled 

principle of fiquah that if a child kills his 
mother and father or any one of them, the 
Command of Shariat forbids offering of 
funeral namaz of such a children and 
also prohibits offering prayer for their 
solace too. 
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5) Western educated son insults the father 

After completion of higher education in 
Europe, one son was returned to his native place 
and his father with great pride reached railway 
station for his reception. After his son stepped 
down from the train, the foreign returned Mister 
started shaking hands with the persons waiting 
there by and saying Hello! Hello! He met his aged 
father too in the same manner. His friend enquired 
as to who is this old man. The son replied that he 
is our old friend. When the father heard these 
words he got annoyed very much and in his anger 
he shouted I am not his friend but the friend of his 
mother and returned back alone to his house. The 
son also instead of returning home stayed in some 
modem hotel. The famous poet Akber Allahbadi 
for this occasion wrote an appropriate verse, which 
is on the lips of every one. 

“Hum ayesi sub kitaben quabile zabti samajtay 
hainkejin ko park ke betay baap ko kapti samajtey 
hain ” 

This is to say that what is the benefit of obtaining 
such higher education and culture by which a,son 
feels his father inferior to himself and spoils all 
regards and respect and good behaviour principles 
with parents. 
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Islamic constitution 

In the light of Holy Quran and Hadith 
In respect of the duties imposed 
Upon the children for obedience, service 
and good behaviour with parents 

1) Love parents really from heart, whether parents 
are young or aged, strong or weak, healthy and 
ailing. Even if they are Muslim or disbeliever 
or idolater in every respect behave kindly with 
them 

2) There shall be no deviation in the service and 
due to obedience of parents and kind behaviour 
one gets more food and increase in the age with 
welfare 

3) In every act and talk, one shall display regard 
for parents and always take care of their regard 
and respect. 

4) Respect parents in the talking and in moving 
with them. Speak with them softly and with 
love. 

5) The voice shall not be louder than the voice of 
parents. Speak with parent in the same manner 
as a servant talks with his master. 
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6) Do not call parents by their name but call them 
in respectful manner (If they are not present, 
their name can be taken with respect). 

7) Do not avoid parents, if they become angry try 
to bear it. Even if they are harsh upon children, 
do not hurt their feelings. On their usage of 
harsh words also do not use any Uff 1 Tuf! Or 
Hoon from your lips. 

8) Do not walk in front of parents while walking 
with them. It is against the respect. 

9) To fulfil the needs of parents, spend money as 
far as possible during the life. 

10) If you bring any eatables to home, the best 
things be offered to parents. 

11) If the parents take any of your article neither 
you feel for it nor express any displeasure. 
Think that all your articles belong to them only. 

12) Do not hurt the feelings of parents by any act or 
talk, it is counted as major sin which- makes 
children, eligible for Anger of Allah and 
Punishments of Hell. Therefore avoid teasing 
or torture to-them either personally or through 
anybody. 
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13) If parents are involved in any sin or violations 
of religious Command then try to bring them 
on right path very mildly. 

14) Obey parents in every legitimate act; do not 
oppose them, provided it is not contrary to 
Shariat. 

15) On the death of parents their bath, funeral 
arrangements, performance of salat-e-janaza 
and burial and all arrangements be done, 
including all expences. 

16) Pray always for their pardons and solace. 

17) In all your worships give alms and recite Holy 
Quran, pray for the solace of soul of the 
parents. 

18) On food and sweets etc. offer Fateha or give 
alms for the solace and the peace to the soul of 
parents. 

19) If any loan is outstanding against parents, 
repayment be made as early as possible. 

20) If the parents have not performed Haj then 
either you can perform or arrange Haj Badal on 
their behalf. 
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21) Act on legitimate wills of parents. 

22) Stop those acts by which parents were 
displeased during life time otherwise their 
souls will be hurt. 

23) Stop meeting with those to whom parents had 
prohibited and meet those whom parents have 
permitted or used to meet. 

24) Be kind towards friends and relative of parents 
and behave with them well. 

25) In regard to the matters pertaining to parents, 
be harsh on opponents as if it is your personal 
matter. 

26) Once in a week particularly on Friday visit the 
graves of parents. 

27) Offer-Fateha on graves of parents, if possible 
by reciting Surah Yasin, by offering Darood-o- 
Salam for the peace of soul of parents. Do not 
pass from the graves without offering Salaam 
and Fateha because it pleases their souls. 
Fateha is presented to them by Angels in the 
tray of light, on this they are pleased and pray 
for the children. 
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Beware 

1) Do not obey the directions of parents for not 
attending the Farads (duties). 

2) Do not obey the directions given by the parents 
if they are contrary to Shariat such as non¬ 
performance of Namaz, Zakat, Haj and Nazar 
to Allah. 

3) Do not obey the directions given by the parent, 
if the compliance involves you in the sins like 
rape, consumption of liquor, murder, allegation 
of rape, illegitimate securing of revenue, theft 
and dacoity. 

4) For obedience of parents, Nafil worships can be 
left out, instead service to parents are 
preferable. 

5) The journey which is not compulsory as Wajibs 
shall not be undertaken without the consent of 
parents. 

6) Without the consent of parents do not go for 
‘Jihad’. 
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7) If the parents are disbelievers or idolaters, 
perform their duties and behave politely with 
them. 

If the parents are enemies of Allah (JJ) and 
Rasoolullah (SAS), the children need not obey 
them just as Abu Obaida Bin Jarah (Rz) killed his 
father in the battle of Badr without considering 
him that he is his father, similarly Hazrath Abu 
Bakr Siddique (Rz) challenged his son Abdul 
Rahman for a duel, who had not professed Islamic 
faith till then. 
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
